Within the scope of the examination, the financial] transactions 
were appropriately handled, with such exceptions as may be noted 
in the accompanying commentary. 


In our opinion, the exhibits and schedules incorporated in this 
report, present fairly the financial position of the Town at February 
4, 1963, and the results of its operations for the year then ended.

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COMMENTS 


February 6, 1962 to February 4, 1963 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Northport has 
been completed for the year ended February 4, 1963. The audit 
included an examination of the records maintained by the Select- 
men, Tax Collector, Treasurer and other municipal officials. 


The operations for the year showed that the net unexpended 
departmental balance lapsed amounted to $6,133.12, per the follow- 
ing summary: 


Departmental Operations:

Revenue derived from excise taxes, the overlay and supple- 
mental taxes were the major factors contributing to the amount 
lapsed to surplus. The larger overdraft occurred in the tax abate- 
ment account. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial 
statements and to the scope of audit. 


Assets 


The general cash balance of $14,532.05 was on deposit in the 
Depositors ‘Trust Company, Belfast, Maine as of February 4, 1963. 
Bounty fund cash of $25.00 was on hand. 
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Accounts receivable of $41.24 consisted of current reimbursable 
expenditures made for State welfare cases. 


‘Taxes receivable totaled $209.92. Of this amount $36.00 was 
for unpaid accounts on the 1962 commitment and $173.92 was for 
unpaid accounts dating from 1935. It is recommended that adminis- 
trative action be taken to collect the old accounts, and those deter- 
mined uncollectible be charged off by authority of the assessors. 


Matured and unmatured tax deeds totaled $2,323.69. 


Liabilities, Reserves and Surplus 


Employee payroll deductions totaling $340.15 for withholding 
taxes had accrued to the Internal Revenue Service at February 4, 
1963. 


The operating accounts showed a net unexpended balance of 
$420.04, carried forward to the ensuing year. This amount consisted 
of unexpended balances of $1,066.00 in state aid roads and $78.26 
in cemetery maintenance, less an overdraft of $724.22 in the educa- 
tion account. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $15,731.65 an increase 
of $5,811.44 for the year. The change was attributed principally to 
the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed and the proceeds 
from schoolhouse lot sales, less a transfer to reduce the 1962 tax 
levy. 


Debt Fund 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a separate 
fund, reflects the schoo] building construction serial notes of 
$20,000.00 which are to be retired during the ensuing seven years. 
Interest requirements are at the rate of 3% per annum.

Trust Funds 


The total amount of trust fund principals was $2,000.00 and 
unexpended income amounted to $99.62. The funds are invested 
in U. S. Bonds of $600.00; utility stocks of $700.00 and time deposits 
of $799.62 in the Depositors Trust Company, Belfast, Maine. 


Departmental Accounts 


The operating budget for departmental accounts was com- 
parable with that of the previous year. The tax levy showed an 
increase of $911.53, as compared with the prior year. 


The departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year decreased by $8,633.26, as compared with the balances at the 
start of the year. A decrease in the schools account and the transfer 
of the schoolhouse lot sales proceeds to surplus were the principal 
factors responsible for the change. 


General 


The transfer from surplus of $5,000.00 to reduce the 1962 tax 
levy and $500.00 for town hall repairs was authorized at the annual 
town meeting. The proceeds from the sale of the schoolhouse lot, 
as well as the balance of the school construction account were 
transferred to unappropriated surplus by authority of the voters. 
Transfers from the contingent account to cover overdrafts in other 
departmental accounts were made by the town officers. 


It was apparent that the appropriation for education contained 
an amount for repairs. In this respect, reference made to Section 34, 
Chapter 41, Revised Statutes of 1954, as amended, would indicate 
that a separate assessment should be provided for such purposes. 
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Recommendations 


The following recommendations are worthy of consideration: 


The selectmen should maintain a complete general 
ledger as a part of the accounting system. 


Supplemental taxes should be committed to the tax 
collector by the assessors. 


The valuation records should contain a complete des- 
cription of the taxable property. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Count of 
current cash was made. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank statements 
and confirmation of time deposits. Verifications were utilized, on a 
test basis, to determine the correctness of recorded assets and habili- 
ties. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers and payrolls were 
examined in total and canceled checks for a selected period. Excise 
tax collections were verified with the copies of the receipts retained 
by the collector. 


Trust fund transactions were examined and the security invest- 
ments inspected, Surety bond coverage was reviewed.

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NORTHPORT SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


{ respectfully submit my fifth annual report as your Superin- 
tendent of Schools. Information relating to enrollment, personnel, 
finances, and other general areas are included for your consideration. 


School opened in September with a 50% change in our staff. 
Once again, I would like to stress the importance of a stable staff, 
for they are the ones who are acquainted with the problems of your 
school and can do much to improve and strengthen the educational 
program if given an opportunity. 


We were very fortunate in acquiring the service of Mrs. Betty 
Dunton and Mrs. Kathleen Knight. Both of these teachers are 
experienced and are working for professional improvement, so that 
they may do a better job in teaching your boys and girls. 


This year sub-primary classes had to be discontinued because 
it would have presented an undesirable teaching situation. However, 
I would not hesitate to say that every effort should be made to 
reinstate this class as soon as physical facilities become available. 
The effects of not having this program will be realized in the years 
ahead. The number of pupils in Grades | and 2 have a total enroll- 
ment of thirty-five (35) pupils at the present time, With part time 
help we have been able to maintain a good quality of education 
at this level.

Northport is educating a total enrollment of one hundred and 
fifty (150) boys and girls. One hundred and fifteen (115) of these 
are in attendance at the elementary level. ‘Thirty-four (34) secondary 
students are attending Crosby High School, and one (1) is attending 
Camden High School. 


The Boosters Club made a contribution toward the purchase 
of a television receiving set, thus making it possible for us to partici- 
pate in the various programs now being offered. This type of 
equipment helps to enrich the curriculum and brings many pro- 
grams to the school that would otherwise be eliminated. 


Textbooks have been purchased in the field of reading for the 
primary grades and every effort is being made to establish a better 
program from grade | to 8 inclusive. In the area of social studies a 
set of visual relief maps now replaces the somewhat antiquated 
ones that were in use. These maps are to be utilized in all class- 
rooms whenever the occasion warrants. 


The area receiving most attention this year has been hand- 
writing or, what some people prefer to call, penmanship. Each pupil 
was provided with a ball point pen and each teacher received staff 
liners, handwriting manuals, and perception strips so that we could 
coordinate our program in all grades. A marked improvement has 
resulted, and we are in hopes that this will continue in other areas, 


The usual summer maintenance included interior painting of 
the basements and some classsrooms where necessary, The exterior 
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of the boiler room has been sealed and painted for the first time, 
and the driveway received another application of tar and gravel, 
thus enhancing the appearance of the school. 


After several meetings of careful thought the proposed school 
budget as recommended by the school committee will require a total 
appropriation of $33,527.76 for the 1964-65 fiscal year. A decrease 
of $8,071.72 under last year’s appropriation of $41,599.48 at the local 
level. 


A comparative school budget has been included with this report 
to help you make comparisons with last year’s request. 


As stated many times, a school system functions only if all the 
personnel cooperate in carrying out the aims and objectives of the 
total program, so I would be remiss if I did not take this oppor- 
tunity to express my personal appreciation to all school personnel 
for the fine job they have done in carrying out their assignments. 


Questions concerning your school department will be welcome 
and information will always be made available to you if you will 
call in at the Superintendent’s office. 


As I conclude this report, I would like to express my personal 
appreciation to the school committee and town officials for the fine 
cooperation extended me during the past five years. May you 
continue to function as a united group in supporting the educa- 
tional needs of your boys and girls.

WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST 


For your 1964 municipal financial plans I respectfully call your 
attention to the benefits of white pine blister rust control. Impor- 
tance of control rests in the fact that white pine has long been a 
natural resource of great economic importance to Maine municipali- 
ties. Without blister rust control there would be little future pine 
resource with consequent effects on town valuations. The disease 
more seriously affects young stands, although pines of all ages are 
attacked. 


Municipal funds appropriated for this program are relatively 
small for potential benefits. Such funds are approximately matched 
by Federal-State funds for direct control work. In over-all program 
costs, however, municipal funds amount to about 25% of the total. 
Control programs are managed by State and Federal personnel. 


White pine blister rust lives alternately on white pine and on 
the various kinds of currant and gooseberry plants. Control is pos- 
sible only through the elimination of the latter plants growing 
around white pine stands and is the measure carried out through 
the cooperative control program. 
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Goal of the program is control of the disease in all commercial 
pine stands in the pine-growing sections of the state. The coopera- 
tive program to date has resulted in control of some 90% of these 
lands. It is strongly urged that the goal be fully attained and that 
your community support steps to benefit your future resources and 
valuations. 


‘Lhe District Leader responsible for your area finds that 2,730 
acres of blister rust control area need attention in your town in 1964. 
Through Revised Statutes 1954, Chapter 36, Section 69 it is recom- 
mended that an appropriation of $400.00 be made by your munici- 
pality for this cooperative control work in 1964.
